Moscow, Apr. 25.—Prokoficff, 
one of the leading Soviet com- 
posers, had still failed to reply 
to the Soviet Communist Party 
charges of “formalism” in his 
music when the Sovict Com- 
posers Congress, at which many 
composers have.admilted . the 
truth of party criticism, con- 
tinued its session today.

Dmitri Shostakoevitch, another 
well-known compdser, admitted that 
he had followed the wrong ‘road and 
declared that  Sovict musicians 
“must fight with all our sfrength 
against the influence of © modern 
foreign: music.”
